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Pittsburgh,  PA  —  If  Room  321  of  the  David  L.  Lawrence  Convention  Center  in  Pittsburgh  looks  more  like  an  art  gallery 
Saturday  than  a  meeting  room,  it  is  because  the  United  States  Mint  will  be  displaying  the  144  designs  submitted  as  candidates 
for  the  Nation’s  2005-dated  5-cent  coins  (nickels).  The  occasion  is  the  American  Numismatic  Association’s  (ANA)  World's  Fair 
of  Money®,  where  thousands  of  coin  collectors  and  dealers  will  gather. 

UNITED  STATES  MINT  ART  GALLERY:  The  newly  designed  2005  nickels  will  be  the  latest  in  the  United  States  Mint's  Westward 
Journey  Nickel  Series™  that  began  in  2004  with  the  first  nickel  design  change  in  66  years.  The  final  designs  chosen  for  the 
2005  nickels  will  be  announced  in  a  few  weeks,  but  the  United  States  Mint  thought  the  public  would  enjoy  seeing  the  many 
beautiful  images  submitted  through  the  Artistic  Infusion  Program  and  by  United  States  Mint  sculptor/engravers. 

The  Westward  Journey  Nickel  Series  commemorates  the  bicentenniels  of  the  Louisiana  Purchase  and  the  Lewis  and  Clark 
expedition.  The  second  nickel  of  2004,  the  Keelboat  nickel,  just  went  into  circulation  this  month.  The  news  media  are  invited 
to  view  and  photograph  the  designs  and  to  participate  in  a  press  availability  in  Room  321  with  United  States  Mint  Director 
Henrietta  Holsman  Fore  on  Saturday,  August  21,  at  12:30  p.m.  - 1:30  p.m.
